TWrN FALLS - It didn’t fend ofT fore- 
casts for meager strcamflows this spring, 
but Thursday’s six to eight inches of snow

The snow began around 1 p.m. and fell 
thick and fast throughout the night, the Na- 
tional Weather Service reported. Accompa- 
nying the new snow were gusts of wind 
ranging up to 30 miles an hour. 

The wind produced deep-snowdrifts,- 
which set the stage for a Friday moming 
avalanche that blocked the Rock Creek 
Road 1 .5 miles below the Magic Mountain 
Lodge, according to Dave Burgess, super- 
visor of the Twin Falls Highway District. 

-Marty and Sherry Jacobs, who own the 
ski area, were temporarily cut off by the 
■ road closure, he added. — - — - — — 

Burgess said late Friday that the Rock 
Creek Road will be closed all day today 
while the slide is being cleared. 

The slide measured 300 feet long by 60 


said Max Yingst, snow ranger with the 
Sawtooth National Forest. The slide could 
easily have killed anyone skiing, snow- 
shoeing or snowmobiling in its path, Yingst 
said.- • , . 

Despite its intensity, Thursday's snowfall 
still won’t bring South Idaho’s snowpacks 
up to “average'’ levels. “Average” snow- 
pack levels arc based on measurements 
made from 1961 through 1990. 

"It’s still going to have to'snow almost 
constantly throughout the winter for us to 
make it up to average," said Peter Palmer, 
Idaho’s snow survey supervisor for the 
U.S. Soil Conservation Service in Boise. 
“It’s still possible to catch up, but it’s highr 
ly improbable.

Runoff in the Bruncau River basin is 
shaping up to be 46 percent of average, 
while Salmon Falls Creek strcamflows arc 
expected to be 51 percent of normal. 
Springtime flows into Oakley Reservoir arc 
forecast to be 57 percent of average. 
Palmer said.

SYRACUSE, N.Y. — It’s been some 
winter, hasn’t it? 

All this snow and icc. Roads like glass. 
Schools shut down. Been tough, huh? 

Try complaining to folks here. They’ll 
tell you: You don’t know from snow. 

Take, for example, one recent weekend. 
Ten inches fell. It was the kind of two-day 
storm that — in some other cities — closes 
highways, clutters streets with stranded 
cars, and costs the kids a couple of school 
days. 

In Syracuse? . 

The next day's papers hardly mentioned 
it. Schools were open. Downtown traffic 
barely slowed. 

"That’s like a normal little winter puff," 


said Bob DiFlorio, the Syracuse schools su- 
perintendent. 

"Nothing major," said Phil Wright, the 
city’s plow foreman. 

Whcn.it comes to snow, it is hard to im- 
press Syracuse - and for good reason. Syra- 
cuse digs out of more drifts each winter 
than any other major American city. More 
than Boston. More than Chicago. More 
than Juneau, Alaska. 

Syracuscans can be excused, then, if they 
harbor a certain snow snobbery. Especially 
thwsenson. 

Over at the National Weather Service of- 
fice on the ground floor of the control tow- 
er at Hancock Airport, a snow-height chart 
is taped to a wood-paneled wall.

Clinton team holds firm in Japan trade showdown

WASHINGTON — When push came to 
shove, the Clinton administration did some- 
thing surprising in its trade showdown with 
Japan — it didn’t blink. 

Unlike past administrations that took a 
hard line with Japan only to paper over dif- 
ferences nt the last minute, the Clinton 
team held firm. 

That left President Clinton and Prime 
Minister Morihirorilosokawa to face re- 
porters in the East Room of the White 
House and declare they had failed in what

was to be the centerpiece of their first sum- 
mit — agreement on opening Japan’s mar- 
kets in four key areas. 

The four sectors — auto? and parts, in- 
surance, telecommunications and medical 
products — are all areas where the United 
States is strong and enjoys big market 
shares in every industrial country but 
Japan. But in imports, Japan is- unlike every 
other major industrial country. 

In autos, for example, foreign imports ac- 
count for more than 20 percent of the Euro- 


pean and U.S. car markets, but only 3 per- 
cent of the Japanese market. For all manu- 
factured goods, import penetration in Japan 
is half the average of the six other largest 
industrial economies. 

To rectify that situation, Clinton’s eco- 
nomic team argued that America’s whole 
strategy had to change. The United States 
could no longer accept vague promises 
from Japan that it would open its markets. 
Rather, it would have to insist on specific 
benchmarks to measure progress. 

The July agreement signed by Clinton 
and thcn-Primc Minister Kiichi Miyazawa 
called for "sets of objective criteria, either 


qualitative or quantitative." 

However, the .ink was barely dry before 
both sides began wrangling over that 
phrase. 

To the United States, it meant that each 
market-opening pledge made by the 
Japanese had to be accompanied by -goals 
for increasing imports. 

The Japanese said they had never agreed 
to using such numerical targets, which they 
blasted as “managed trade." 

For the U.S. side the accusation of “man- 
aged trade" had an especially hollow ring. 
They contended that no other country has

Snow, ice storms continue to batter Rockies, East

Snow and ice storms battered the East and the Rockies 
on Friday, and rain drenched, parts of the Gulf Coast states 
into the Appalachians. 

in the Rockies, heavy snow stretched from Utah, which 
got 15 to 24 inches, into Colorado and Wyoming. 

In South Dakota, up to 4 inches of snow was reported 
around Mobridgc, Eagle Butte and Custer. 

The storm system was expected to move across the mid- 
dle Mississippi Valley by late Saturday, the National 
Wcatltcr Service said. 

Another storm system was expected to spread rain and 
snow into the Pacific Northwest over the weekend. Winter 
storm watches were posted through Sunday across the Cas- 
cades and Olympics of Washington state. 

Freezing rain left a thick coating of ice in parts of Ken- 
tucky, downing tree limbs and power lines. 

Heavy snow fell in the northern mid-Atlantic and south- 


ern New England states, mixed at times with sleet. 

In New Jersey, 14.5 inches of snow fell at Newark, with 
7.5 inches at Chcny Hill and about 6 inches at Mt. Holly. 
Snowfall amounts ranged up to 14 inches around New 
York City and suburban Long Island. 

*In Pennslyvania, 12 inches of snow was reported at 
Southampton, and 7.5 inches fell in Philadelphia and Ex- 
ton. Snow totals in Connecticut included 8 inches at 
Bridgeport, 6.5 at Milford and 5 inches at New Canaan, 
Danbury and Litchfield. 

In Middlesboro, Ky., and across parts of southwest Vir- 
ginia residents were evacuated because of rising creeks and 
flash flooding from heavy rains. Flooding also was report- 
ed across parts of West Vvirginia, eastern Tennessee and 
western North Carolina. 

Some record temperatures were tied Friday. Muskegon, 
Mich., dipped to 5 degrees below zero, matching the record 
set in 1972. In Melbourne,' Fla., the temperature reached 85 
degrees to tic the record high set in 198 1.

Court 
challenges also have been filed in 
Florida and Nebraska, but the 
cases arc not approaching resolu- 
tion. 

Beyond the legal battle, leaders -

and Senate set forth in the U.S. 
Constitution. The appeal witl be 
heard by the 9th U.S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals, a process sev- 
eral attorneys predicted would 
lake at least a year. That court’s 
ruling could then he appealed to 
the Supreme Court. 

The Constitution sets only min- 
imum age, citizenship and slate 
residency requirements for 
Congress," The Constitution also- 
set no term limit on presidents, 
but a constitutional amendment 
passed in 1951 set a two-term 
limit.

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Guns silent as sides turn in weapons Briefly 


SARAJEVO, Bosnia- Herzegovina 
(AP) — Government and Bosnian 
Serb troops held their fire 'and began 
surrendering heavy weapons Friday 
as U.N. peacekeepers fanned out over 
the mine-infested front to separate the 
forces. 

The truce in Sarajevo, reached 
Thursday after a NATO threat to 
bomb the Serbs, was holding fairly 
well, although each side fired about 
10 rounds of shells, U.N. officials 
said. 

“There is a strong will among the 
people jon both sides to bring an end 
._t 0 .thls jensclcss killin g, " Lt. Gen. Sir 
Michael Rose, the O.N.Txmihutnder, - 
said in a statement. He urged both 
sides to halt spqradic cease-fire viola- 
tions. 

The NATO allies issued an ultima- 
tum Wednesday night for the Serbs to 
pul! back their howitzers, mortars and , 
anti-aircraft guns 12 miles from the 
city by Feb. 21 or face bombing raids. 

But Rose, who brokered the cease- 
fire, said the deployment of U.N. 
troops and U.N . co ntrol o ver 
weapons would make it “increasingly 
- difficult” for renegades on both sides 
to keep fighting. 

At the Bosnian peace talks in 
Geneva, the Muslim-led government

threat — hardened its opposition to a 
peace plan that would divide Bosnia 
among its Muslims, Serbs and Croats. 

But U.S. administration officials in 
~ Washington said the United-States - 
informed its allies that the Bosnian 
government ultimately will have to 
settle for only a fraction of its pre-war 
territory. 

A U.S. military official said the 
Pentagon was beefing up NATO's air 
arsenal by sending eight F-15E strike 
aircraft to Italy within the next few 
days. 

Brit ain, France, the Netherlands 
and Turkey are"als(rscnding-wan~ 
planes, and a French aircraft carrier 
left for the Adriatic Sea for duty that 
could include NATO-initiated air. 
strikes against Bosnia. 

The Pentagon is also dispatching 
two AC-130 gunships and two EC- 
130 Airborne Battlefield Command 
and Control Center aircraft to other 
bases in Italy, the official said. 

As the cease-fire took hold, French 
soldiers began sweeping for mines in 
the bombed-out Dobrinja housing 
project outside Sarajevo. Government 
and Serb fighters glowered at the 
peacekeepers through blackened win- 
dow frames on cither side of the front 
line. 

In an atmosphere of mutual suspi- 
cion at Tito Barracks, in govemment- 
heid territory, the Bosnian army

turned over two 120 mm mortars and 
an 82 mm mortar.

Dobrinja suburb, said David 
Fiilingham, spokesman for the U.N.

U.N. forces built two observation 
bunkers on the Bosnian government 
side of the Brotherhood and Unity 
bridge, a flashpoint in the fighting 
that was occupied and demined 
Thursday by French peacekeepers. 


Government soldiers at a nearby 
abandoned school said scarcely a bul- 
let had been fired by the Serbs all 
day. 

“Wc still don't trust them, but at 
least the U.N. is doing something 
concrete for the first time in 22 
months," said a soldier who wouldn't 
give his name. 

“I feel secure," said Fcrid Hodzic, 
5_8, who lives near the school. "The 
last two days, I have been feeling like 
the war is over and peace is returning 
to Sarajevo." 

The NATO declaration gave U.N.

“1 am leaving with the feeling that 
the possibility of a solution shouldn't 
be missed." Juppe said after his meet- 
ing with President Alija Jzctbcgovic 
and a tour of Ihc-city.

Power cut leaves planes flying alone 

MOSCOW — Angry over urfpaid bills, a state-owned electric com- 
pany cut off power to a Russian aviation control center while dozens 
of planes were in the air — including President Boris Yeltsin's, 
Izvcstia reported Friday. 

The daily newspaper said Yeltsin was unaware of the danger when 
the Strcla Control Center, one of the country’s main civil aviation- 
tracking facilities, was forced to shut down Dec. 7. 

No planes crashed, and Yeltsin's 11-86 presidential jet completed its 
flight to Moscow from the Caucasus Mountains of southern Russia. 
But the incident highlights the impact of economic disarray on public 
safety in Russia. 

The control center, in the city of Rostov-on-Don, was given only 
one hour's warning before its electricity was cut off, Izvcstia, said in 
its front-page article. It was the first public disclosure of the incident 
—two months ago, : —

The Renaissance painting disappeared in.thc early 180tis. accord- 
ing to. police Capl. E’adlo Tola Gelpi. He said it was not believed to 
have been stolen, but details of its history were vague. 

The painting was seized at a bank in Milan after several art dealers 
who had been keeping it in a safe deposit box in Switzerland agreed 
to the sale price und sent the work across the border. 

Rothschild wine goes for $18,000 

LONDON — A 1945 case of Chateau Mouton-Rothrchild sold for 
more than S 18,000 at a Christie's auction. 

The 12 bottles sold Thursday for .12,650 pounds, or $18,470, 
Christie’s highest price ever for a case from the Chateau, a 
spokesman for the London auctioneers said. 

The vintage is considered the best ever produced by the Chateau. It 
is rare for a full case to appear on the market. 

The labels on the bottles were designed by Jean Hugo, grandson of 
writer Victor Hugo, and celebrate the end of World War II.

BOISE (AP) — Clay Dumont has 
been “stove up and hurt pretty bad" 
since he was crushed by a rolling log 
about seven years ago.

ing painkillers. 

A. bill introduced Thursday in the 
House Health and Welfare 
Committee is intended to ensure 
doctors can prescribe pills for chron- 
ic-pain patients without worrying 
state watchdogs- will intervene. 

It basically would prohibit the 
state from taking action if two of a 
patient’s physicians agree the pain 


cannot be treated any other way. 

The stare^Bo'artTorMcdlcI ncr 
whose duties include weeding out 
bad doctors', strongly opposes the 
bill.- 

“It is dangerous,” said Boise psy- 
chiatrist Mike Estess. 

Board officials, said-lire legislation 
simply is unnecessary.

Bellevue won’t 
annex land 
for subdivision

BELLEVUE ~ The^roposcdFoo thills 
Subdivision south of Bellevue was killed 
Thursday night when the City Council re- 
fused to annex the land. 

After a presentation by developer 
Robert Glenn and nn hour of public com- 
ment - for and against - the project, the 

counciLvotcd unanimously to withhold an- 

nexation. The council* agreed that "the, pro- 
ject did not satisfy a subdivision ordinance 
because it did not adequately meet the 
city's water and sewer needs. , 

The proposed subdivision docs not in- 
flict problems on the city's water and sew- 
cr systems faaf'CfWTtotrworkcd' ouC'clty 
engineer Vance Forsgren said. 

"Money can solve all problems,” he 
said. 

But, for many residents, the issue was 
not just money. There arc 538 residences 
in the city limits; The subdivision would 
add 227 more homes, an increase of more 
than 1/3 according to Glenn. 

"We’ve got one gas station that works, 
one grocery store that works. It all kind of 
works just the way it is,” said Tom Percy. 

"We should keep the S.O.B.s out," he said. 

“They’ve got their heads in the sand,” 
Glenn said. The development, which calls 
for 227 homes to be built on T78 acres 
south of Bellevue, has been in the works 
for over 14 months. 

The planning and zoning commission, 
city council and city engineers have re- 
quested multiple changes throughout the 
planning period, and all of those changes 
were made, Glenn said. 

“I have conformed to everything they 
have asked," he said. The only reason for 
the vote against annexation was negative 
politics, Glenn claimed. ’ 

More than 100 residents attended the 
public hearing. 

Bellevue is going to grow, resident 
Mick Halverson said. 

"T he on ly thing we can hope to do is _ 
channel that growth so it is a benefit to ' 
all," he said. 

The Foothills Subdivision would have 
been a “planned community” of homes on 
lots between 12,000 square feet, and 7 
acres, several pocket parks, a bike path 
and waterways. Strict design review stan- 
dards and homeowners’ association regu- 
lations would have controlled architectural 
designs, lawn maintenance and other aes- 
thetics, Glenn said. 

“Bellevue just isn't ready for this yet," 
councilwoman Joanna Ehrmantraut said. 

The Foothills Subdivision proposal 
could be brought before the council again 
if Glenn wanted to pursue it.

Recently, the U.S. Forest Service gave 
Haims until July 3 1 to either open the 
lodge or tear down the historic building 
at Galena Summit. about 23 miles north 
of Kctchum on Highway 75. The lodge 
is on Forest Service land in the SNRA. 

The North Valley Trails Committee 
formed two years ago when Haims 
closed the lodge. Tho group is made up 
of local cross-country skiers and sum- 
mertime bikers and hikers. 

Since forming, the group has groomed 
trails around the lodge in summer nnd 
winter, Van Ert said. They have raised 
money selling ski passes ta cross-country 
skiers on trails around Galena SummiL 


Haims bought the lodge in 1987 and 
ran it as a base camp for skiers and oth- 
cr recrcationists in the area, 

But he closed it two years ago, say- 
ing the lingering drought wasn’t at- 
tracting enough skiers to the Galena 
Summit area to sustain business at the 
lodge. 

Haims Has tried to sell the lodge, 
which dates back to at least 1917, but 
two sales have fallen through. 

Van Ert’s group is proposing to buy 
the lodge nnd give it to the Blaine 
County Recreation District. 'The recre- 
ation district would hire a contractor to 
-run the lodge in the summers and win- 
ters, he said. . * * 

No tax money would be used because 
the contractors could be able to make a 
profit from the operations and help 
maintain the lodge,- Van Ert said.

Education bill goes to governor

BOISE - A legislative definition of a “thor- 
ough” public education was on its way to the 
governor's office Friday, after (he state House ap- 
proved it 61-6. 

- House Education Chairman Ron Black. R- 
Twin Falls, called the bill “a focus and a direction 
for the future" of Idaho schools, and a “road 
tnap" for future Legislatures to follow when they 
set education policy and spending priorities. 

- The bill, he said, “is not the end, but a begin- 
ning - the beginning of un obligation to stand up 
and accept responsibility for the education of Ida T 

— ho's future; ” — ■ — 

Black co-chaircd the interim legislative com- 
mittee that drafted the eight-point definition, 
along with Sen. Denton Darrington, R-Dcclo. 
The measure passed the Senate last week 33-1. 

The committee was formed as part of the Leg- 
islature’s response to a lawsuit against the slate, 
by more than 40 school districts. The districts 
claim they cannot provide the “thorough" educa- 
tion mandated by the Idaho Constitution on the 
amount of state aid they receive each year. 

Black admitted that by itself, the thoroughness 
dcfinitiorrwonTresolvc' the lawsuit* But, he said, 
it will force the Legislature to take greater re- 
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sponsibility for what schools do with the state tax 
dollars they receive. 

“No longer can we affordjo pass the buck, or 
the quick fixraiid then -stand -by -and criticize- the- 
results we achieve,” he said. 

The bill says a- thorough system of public 
schools should include: 

• Safe schools. ' 

• Classroom discipline. 

• An emphasis on “the basic values of honesty, 
sclf-discipiinc, unselfishness, respect for authori- 
ty and the central importance of work.” , 

• Teaching effective communication skills. 

• A “basic curriculum” to enable students to 
go on to college or vocational school. 

- •- Teaching skills necessary to enter the work 
force. 


• Introducing students to 
current technology; 

•' Teaching students to be 
good citizens. 

Four subcommittees of 
Black’s Education Commit- 
tee arc developing recom- 
mendations on how those 
goals can be addressed in this 
year’s public-school funding 
bill. 

A working group put to- 
oihck gether by Gov. Cecil Andrus 
and stale schools superintendent Jerry Evans 
came up with its own definition of a thorough ed- 
-ucation last fall, but the le gislative committee re- 
jeeted much of that definition. 

Rep. Doug Jones, R-Filer, was one of only two 
lawmakers to speak against the bill. He asked 
what would happen if a future court found that 
Idaho schools didn’t live up to one or more of the 
thoroughness standards. 

“I think what we have done is open ourselves 
up to potential lawsuits in the future.” Jones said. 

“I don't think we've improved the situation at all. 

I think we’ve muddied the waters with this.” 

Rep. Panic Nufzigcr, D-Kctchum. joined Jones 
and four other representatives in voting againsL_ 
the bill.

Conservatives renew assault on state spending 


BOISE (AP) — Conservatives rc- 
. gained control of the legislative budget 
committee on Friday, refusing to add 
another investigator to handle alleged 
civil rights violations and eliminating 
five workers from the state Disaster 
Services Bureau. 

The investigator would have eased 
the burden on the Human Rights Com- 
mission's other six. who have had to 
cope with a dramatic increase in eases. 

And the reduction in Disaster Ser- 
vices Bureau manpower was expected 
to reduce the state's ability not only to 
map out plans for coping with earth- 
quakes, floods, wildfires or other dis- 
asters, but also its ability to respond to 
the people affected when disiisters ac- 
tually occur. 

The conservatives refused to put in 
the extra state money the federal gov- 


ernment demanded to keep those peo- 
ple on the payroll. Some also headed 
off an attempt to make an even deeper 
cut in the bureau, calling it shortsight- 
ed. “I know there’s a lot that has been 
spent on planning, and we hope 
they're never used," Rep. Lynn Loosli. 
R-Ashton. told his colleagues on the 
Joint Finance-Appropriations Commit- 
tee. “But just because they're not used 
doesn't mean they’re not important." 

The budget-writing panel’s moder- 
ate Republican-Democratic bloc, after 
regaining some control over decisions 
in the 1995 budget a day earlier, also 
had no choice Fnday but to offer a ma- 
jor compromise to salvage Gov. Cecil 
Andrus' expansion of -volunteer relief 
for people caring round-the-clock. for 
elderly family members.

If Lomow does not pay the com- 
panies, they may ask a judge to have 
the sheriffs department seize 
‘Lomow *s land and auction it to the 
highest bidder. 

The money from the sale would 
pay the companies' hills. 

Alfred Barrus, lawyer for the 
companies, said his clients could file 
for foreclosure immediately, but 
they will wait a few weeks for a 
response from Lomow. They have 
up to six months to file a foreclosure

The 47-year-old driver from Hucytown, Ala., 
lost'control in the high -banked fourth turn at 
the 2.5-milc oval.

Charles is hurt. Yet somehow, the 
NBA is bigger than ever. • . 

Eleven of the? 24 players and one 
of the two coaches in Sunday’s NBA 
All-Star Game will be appearing for 
the first time. Three others players, 
including new NBA standard-bearer 
Shaquillc O’Neal; will be making

They’re all part of a remarkably

Stem said among the cities that 
have expressed an interest in the 
franchise are New Orleans, 
Nashville, San Diego, St. Louis and 
Tompa-St. Petersburg. 

“But our first choice is for teams 
to stay where they are," Stem said. 
“It’s nice to be wanted, but we’re not 
putting teams up for the highest bid- 
der." 

Stem admitted the Target Center 
"is an economic drain, but the sup- 
port for the team is fine. I’ve been 
impressed with the ownership." 

1 In discussing the state of the NBA, 
Stem said despite the recent retire- 


ments of Michael Jordan, Lany Bird 
and Magic Johnson, that television 
ratings, attendance and revenues arc 
all up. 

"You can’t replaco Michael, Larry 
and Magic, but you can’t replace 
Bill Russell, Wilt Chamberlain and 
Bob Pettit, either," Stem said.

Judge urges Harding, USOC to settle differences outside court

OREGON CITY, Ore. — A judge urged 
Tonya Harding and the U.S. Olympic 
Committee on Friday to resolve their dispute 
over a disciplinary hearing, saying he is “gen- 
uinely concerned" the controversy could dis- 
rupt the Winter Games. 

The USOC agreed to postpone Harding’s 
Olympic eligibility hearing from Tuesday until 
next Friday — just three days before the USOC 
must submit its final roster for women's figure 
skating. 

Clackamas County Circuit Judge Patrick 
Gilroy put off until at least Monday any deci- 
sion on Harding’s motion to block the USOC 
hearing from taking plnce at all. 

The ruling came on the eve of the Games’ 
opening ceremonies in Liiiehammer, Norway. 

.The judge said he was concerned about the 
fairness of forcing Harding to defend herself on 
such short notice before a hearing that could 
"take away her Olympic aspirations." 

And he said he was “genuinely concerned 
what effect this process is going to have on the 
Olympic Games themselves 

Harding’s lawyer Dennis Rawlinson said he 
- was optimistic the court would. preyenUh?. 
USOC from removing her from the team for 
her role in the Jan. 6 attack on Nancy Kerrigan. 

"Tonya Harding has worked all of her life for

The delay means Harding, the national figure 
skating champion, will remain on the Olympic 
team for at least the first week of the Winter 
Games. 

“The issues involved, in this ease arc very 
complex and very difficult and they’re particu- 
larly difficult to resolve instantaneously," 
Gilroy said. 

In Liiiehammer, USOC officials were 
unavailable for comment.

Boitano refuses to stand pat 


LILLEHAMMER, Norway (AP) 
— Call it fine-tuning, not panic. 

Brian Boitano tore apart his 
frcc-skatc program after he fin- 
ished second at the U.S. champi- 
onships last month. When he per- 
forms it at the Olympics op Feb. 
19, the “Appalachian Spring-

It's sobering, really, when you think 
about the cost of all that breaking up from

• A successful marriage doesn't 
consider fail me an option. A friend .told me 
he and his wife never argued until he 
jokingly asked what she would do if they 
divorced. Her response indicated that she 
had given the matter some thought. That 
bothered him - almost as much as it 
bothered her that he would bring up the 
subject in the first place. They divorced 
within a year. Obviously, there was 
something wrong'in the marriage, but they 
couldn't fix it nfta - the D-ward became an 
option. 

• A successful marriage features honest 
communication. That doesn’t mean 
communication that is so brutally honest 
that it hurts. It just means that you don't 
play manipulative games with each other. 
If your partner says or docs something that 
hurts or offends, you say something like 

- "when you say (or do) that, it makes me 
feel ..." Then allow your partner to 
respond. Chances arc the offense was 
unintended. 

• A successful marriage pulls together to 
overcome difficulties. It's natural to want to 
give up when things get tough. But that’s 
like walking out on "Gone With the Wind” 
os soon as the shooting starts - just when 
it's getting interesting. Life’s greatest 
rewards go to those who have the courage 
to overcome. When husband and wife work 

p through challenges together; -an incredibly 
satisfying - and binding - unity. is Jorged __ 

• A success ftil marnage plays to the 
strengths of the individuals involved. OK, 
so maybe your mate is a slob. While you 
work through that difficulty (please see 
No. 4 above), focus your attention on your’ 
partner’s good qualities - her clever way 
with words, perhaps, or his kindness to the 
children. You may have" to force these 
positive thoughts sometimes, but it’s worth 

“it if youcankecp yourself from being 
. blinded by negativity. 

Life has nothing finer to offer than an 
enduring, endearing .relationship with a 
beloved companion. Such relationships 
don't alwnys come easily, and often there 
arc hurts and frustrations along the way.

TWIN FALLS - AH weddings arc special, but 
the wedding of Vick and Lina Gogea goes at least 
one step beyond.

. Vick Gogea, 33, and Lina Gogea, 36, were bom 
and raised in central Romania. They met through 
friends when she was 23 and he was 20. Lina was' 
already established in a career - teaching high 
school philosophy. Vick was an instructor jn the 
army, under Romanian President Nicolac 
Ccausescu. 

"My parents enrolled me in military school when 
1 was 14," Vick Gogea said. "They thought it would 
be a way to build a life and keep me out of trouble. 
They thought it would be best for me." 

At first, Lina was not impressed with Vick. 

“I thought he is talking too much,’’ she said, with 
a laugh. 

But Vick Gogea kept dropping by ("he was so 
persistent"), and the young woman finally agreed to 
a movie date. 

Vick and Lina Gogea were married in a “court 
house" on Aug. 21, 1982. Neither of them was 
allowed to attend their Romanian Orthodox Church.

It was a life filled with guilt and regret;

“If 1 
would have had more conviction, a stronger belief 
in God and the church ... ” 

So the Gogcos decided to leave. 

Vick Gogea spent months trying to obtain the 
proper passport. Then the revolution came. 

“1 lived in fear because 1 worked for the 
government," Vick Gogea said. 

By the end of 1989, when Ccausescu was 
executed and Romania was embroiled in turmoil 
and. confusion, Vick Gogea escaped. His wife and 
then 7-year-old daughter Elena had to stay behind. 

It was so hard, Lina Gogea recalled, to let your 
husband go and not know whether or not you would, 
ever see him again. 

But four months later, Vick Gogea was able to 
arrange for his wife and child to join him in 
Germany. The little family stayed there for 2 Y, 
years. 

Then, in August, 1992, through a program 
sponsored by the United States government, the 


Gogcas were sent to the College of Southern Idaho. 

They began to learn English, as they struggled to 
cope with their culture shock. She enrolled in the 
school of education: He signed up for nursing 
classes. 

“I changed my life,” said Vick Gogea, in 
excellent English. “1 want to do something for 
people. No more guns. No more uniforms." 

"That He will deliver them and us from all 
affliction, anger, danger and need, let us pray to the 
Lord. " 

Today, Elena is 11, a bouncy fifth-grader at 
. Lincoln School.. Her. proud parents .report edjhat the_ 
fifth grade teacher called them last week to^x 
congratulate them on raising such a child. 

As soon os possible, the Gogcas want to become

This past summer, Miami Shores 
Presbyterian joined with a Canadian 
charitable group to supply solar 
cookers to Haiti. Communities jri 
Partnership, of Powell River, British 
Columbia, has sent about 100 solar 
cookers to the island nation. 

"It’s a long process,” says Jack 
Anderson, a member of Communities 
in Partnership who spoke at a church 
dinner this month, “it’s not a simple 
process to help people change their 
cooking customs." 

When Haitians needed cooking pots 
for the ovens, Moyer's church 
responded by sending 60 black metal 
ones. The church also sent oven 
thermometers and tape to help seal and 


insulate the cookers. 

. But Moyer, chairwoman of the 
church’s solar cooking project, says the 
mission is just starting. Church 
members want to educate more 
Haitians about building nnd using solar 
cookers. They are focusing on the 
region near Lcs Cayes, on the southern 
coast 

“There is a carpenter who we have 
been involved with who is actually 
making solar cookers over there,” 
Moyer says. So far, some Haitians 
report success using the cookers, she 
says. -“One woman reported she used to . 
use a sack of charcoal a tve&l Now the 
sack lasts two weeks.” 

Moyer occasionally cooks with a 
solar cooker that her daughter, 


Michelle, built The oven heats to morc 
than 250 degrees, and food takes about 
two or three times the usual time to 
cook. 

“I've cooked a New England boiled 
dinner,” Moyer says. The dinner 
included brisket, potatoes, cabbage and 
carrots. “It took all day long, but it was 
delicious.” 

To encourage others to learn about 
solar cooking, and to raise some 
money for its outreach effort, the 
church is selling cookers from Solar 
Box Cookers International, in 

Sacramento, Calif., for $75.

- Index arbitrage tended to dominate mar- 
ket activity throughout the abbreviated ses- 
sion as many participants arrived late due 
to the major snowstorm in the New .York 
metropolitan area, and os many others opt- 
ed for an early departure. The effects of fu- 
tures-driven swings were exaggerated by 
receding volume in the cash market, which 
robbed that market of needed liquidity. 

The Dow drifted lower nt the opening 
amid lackluster volume, reaching an 8-

■SALMON When it comes to flre“| 
works displays, Gary Foss isn’t content 
to just sit back and watch. 

Foss, a Salmon High School music 
teacher, has been manufacturing hanabi 
flowers of fire for almost 26 years, sup- 
plying stock for a national fireworks . 
marketing company. He also made the 
fireworks Tor-the movie, “A River .Runs 
Through It" 

His company, Foss Fireworks, grew 
out of a childhood hobby. 

“I was fascinated with them," he 
said. "I was the friend of every phar- 
macist in Cocur d’Alene, and 1 drove 
my parents crazy." 

Foss said he read what he cotild 
about fireworks when he was young, 
dismantled and inspected other fire- 
works, and experimented with contain- 
ers and mortars until. he attended grad- 
uate school at Montana State Universi- 
ty in Bozeman. There he met someone 
witha.fireworks .distributorship_who„ 
taught him some of the trade secrets. It 
wasn’t long before he borrowed money 
to grubstake himself, and began moon- 
lighting as a pyrotechnist. 

The pay wasn’t good, and still isn’t. 
Part art, part craft and part science, 
making fireworks is mostly a labor of 
love irivolving “a lot of miserable little 
jobs that are incredibly tedious and rep- 
etitious," Foss said. 

While the invention of plastic con- 
tainers has eliminated the hand folding, 
pasting and drying needed to make pa- 
per containers, nobody has figured out 
how to automate the industry.

- If you think thc situation in Haiti is 
hopeless, you haven’t talked to Yvonne 
Moyer. 

She and members of her Miami 
Shores church are working on a way to 
help save thc country’s trees. ■ 

They say hope for Haiti lies in 
insulated boxes with reflective surfaces 
-solar box cookers. 

The simple, low-tech ovens can help 
stop the deforestation of the island, 
Moyer says, by weaning families from 
precious firewood and charcoal. If 
families employ the tropical sun and 
spend less on fuel for cooking, they 
can spend more on tilings like sending 


their children to school. 

This past summer, Miami Shores 
Presbyterian joined with a Canadian 
charitable group to supply solar 
cookers to Haiti. Communities in 
Partnership, of Powell River, British 
Columbia, has sent about 100. solar 
cookers to thc island nation. 

"It’s a long process," says Jack 
Anderson, a member of Communities 
in Partnership who spoke at a church 
dinner this, month. "It’s not a simple 
process to help people change their 
cooking customs." 

When Haitians needed cooking pots 
for the ovens, Moyer’s church 
responded by sending 60 black metal 
ones. The church also sent oven 
thermometers nnd tape to help seal and 


insulate the cookers. 

But Moyer, chairwoman of the 
church's solar cooking project, says thc 
. mission is just starting. Church 
members want to educate more 
Haitians about building and using solar 
cookers. They are focusing on thc 
region near Lcs Cayes, on thc southern 
coast 

"There is a carpenter who we have 
been involved with who is actually 
making solar cookers over there,” 
Moyer says. So far, some Haitians 
report success using the cookers, she 
says. "One woman reported she used to 
use a .sack of charcoal a tve&l Now the 
sack lasts two weeks.” 

Moyer occasionally. cooks with a 
solar cooker that her daughter. 


Michelle, built Thc oven heats to more 
than 250 degrees, and food ta ke s about 
two or three times-the usual time to 
cook. 

“I’ve cooked a New England boiled 
dinner,” Moyer says. The dinner 
included brisket potatoes, cabbage and 
carrots. “It took all day long, but it was 
delicious.” 

To encourage others to leant about 
solar cooking, and to raise some 
money for its outreach effort, thc 
church is selling cookers from Solar 
Box Cdokers International, ip. 
Sacramento, Calif., for $75.

FossTa _ Stllmon High Schooi music — 
teacher, has been manufacturing hanabi 
flowers of fire for almost 26 years, sup- 
plying stock for a national fireworks 
marketing company. He also made the 
fi reworks for the movie. “A River Runs 
ThrougHTt” 

His company, Foss Fireworks, grew 
out of a childhood hobby. 

"I was fascinated with them," he 
said. T was the friend -of every phar—- 
macist in Cocur d’Alene, and 1 drove 
my parents crazy." 

Foss said hc^read what he could*- 
about fireworks when he was young, 
dismantled and inspected other fire- 
works, and experimented with contain- 
ers and mortars until he attended grad- 
uate school at Montana State Universi- 
ty in Bozeman JTherc he met someone — 
with a fireworks distributorship who 
taught him some of the trade secrets. It, 
wasn't long before he borrowed money 
jo grubstake himself, and began moon- , 
lighting as a pyrotechnist. _ 

The pay wasn’t good, and still isn’t. 
Part* art, part craft and part science, 
making fireworks is mostly a labor of 
love involving "a lot of miserable little 
jobs that are incredibly tedious and rep- 
etitious,” Foss said.
